to disintegration of the circulation 
and death if not treated.

Teddy Bears | 


The declining census of koalas, 
Australia’s living teddy bears, is| 


arousing the interest of animal lov- 
ers in the continent where efforts are 
being made to preserve one ‘of the 
quaintest and most attractive mem- 
bers of the animal kingdom. 

Koalas are found in. eastern and 
southeastern Australia, but do not 
occur on any of the neighboring 
islands or in the western half of the 
continent. They were probably once 
the most common animals in the 
Australian bush, .but about 40 years 
ago a widespread epidemic overtook 
poses and they died in their thou- 
sands. 

Koalas have five toes on each foot, 
and each toe is armed with a curved, 
needie-sharp claw. The toes are in| 
groups of twos and three, the two 
claws being in the form of a double 
thumb; thus they are equipped to 
climb easily and also to grasp the 
branches of an eucalyptus tree and 
pull them down for the purpose of 
feeding on the leaves. | 

They never drink water, but are! 
apparently able to obtain enough) 
moisture from feeding on the juicy | 
gum shoots from which commercial 
eucalyptus oi] is extracted. | 

Koalas are such quaint and attrac-| 
tive little creatures that they are) 
much in demand as household pets. | 
They are very easily tamed, but as 
they grow older they are careless of | 
the fact that. their claws have a) 
needle-like sharpness, which will 
easily penetrate the thickest and 
strongest cloth +} 

In captivity the bears quickly ac-| 
quire a taste for weak, sweetened, 
tea, and starchy foods. This de-| 
pravity is the cause of their undoing, | 
for if given such things in mistaken | 
kindness, they soon begin to lose 
condition, and in a few months die 
from indigestion. Even when fed 
only on eucalyptus leaves, they are 
| difficult to keep alive in captivity.

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Preparing The Lawn 
Some Valuable Hints In Care And 
Attention 
Just as soon as the soil is dry and 
firm enough to walk upon after the 
snow has disappeared is the time to 
commence operations for ensuring a 
good lawn. The first thing to do ts 
to remove all the dead grass by giv 
ing the lawn a thorough raking and 
attention should be directed to fixing 
up the bare patches by sowing fresh 
The seed should be broadcast 
evenly on the bare patches after they 
have been raked to the depth of two 
inches. The seed should then te 
covered lightly with a sprinkling of 
sifted soil and packed down firmly 
The patches should. be kept moist, 
but not flooded, for at least two 
weeka {hrough the application of a 

fine spray. 

Fertilizer is necessary for the lawn 
and should be applied just as soon 
as the raking and seeding have been 
done; and as soon as the fertilizer 
has been applied it should be well 
watered in, care being taken to use 
a fine spray, so that the seed is not 
disturbed in the newly seeded areas 
When the time for cutting arrives, 
which is as soon as the grass is long 
enough to-allow the mower to func 
tion properly, regularity in the pro- 
cess should be observed, and it is a 
mistake to allow the grass to grow 
over two Inches at any time.

terrible scourge, so deadly that it 
seems surprising sometimes that the 
human survived at all. 

During the Middle Ages it was 
known as the Black Death and swept 
the world from Iceland to China. 
There is no language # Burope or 
Asia in which descriptions of the 
Black Death do not occur, and these 
descriptions are sufficiently accurate 
to identify it beyond all question as 
bubonic plague 

It has been estimated that this 
epidemic of the Black Death in the 
fourteenth and fifteenth centuries 
cost a total of 42,000,000 lives. It 
was followed by other outbreaks in 
the sixteenth and seventeenth oen- 
turies F 

To-day we know that it was 
spread to human beings by fleas from 
infected rats. Modern sanitation has 
ended the terror of the Black Death.
